In  presenting  to  you  6ur  wholesale  price  list  for  1920  we  wish  to 
direct  your  attention  especially  to  the  vital  necessity  of  maintaining 
high  standards  of  quality  in  American  grown  seeds. 

During  the  period  of  the  World  War,  when  it  was  impossible  for 
the  American  seed  trade  to  obtain  stocks  from  their  usual  sources  of 
supply  in  Europe,  the  old  line  growers  here  prepared  to  produce  these 
stocks  at  home.  At  first  they  met  with  varying  degrees  of  success,  due 
to  a lack  of  experienced  help,  the  correct  stock  seeds  and  the  added 
difficulty  of  locating  districts  having  the  proper  soil  and  climatic  con- 
ditions and  in  getting  the  local  farmers  interested  in  an  undertaking 
with  which  they  were  entirely  unfaihiliar.  But  the  success  which 
finally  rewarded  our  efforts  makes  it  no  over-statement  of  fact  to  say 
that  to-day  we  are  producing  in  America  as  fine  and  dependable  strains 
of  Beet,  Radish,  Cabbage,  Spinach,  Turnip  and  other  stocks  as  were 
ever  produced  in  any  country. 

However,  during  this  war  period,  with  its  greatly  enhanced  values 
of  seed  stocks,  many  people  with  little  or  no  experience,  and  having 
no  knowledge  of  plant  breeding  and  selection,  entered  into  the  busi- 
ness as  seed  growers,  turning  out  tons  of  seeds  of  unknown  parentage 
and  no  fixed  type  — just  simply  seeds.  This  class  of  stock  has  been 
demoralizing  the  market  and  predominates  in  the  so-called  “Surplus 
Lists”  which  now  flood  the  country,  carrying  with  them  prices  less 
than  the  cost  of  production  and  less  even  than  they  can  be  properly 
grown  for  the  coming  year.  r

ced land  values  and  increased  costs  of  labor,  fertilizers,  implements, 
and  other  items  entering  into  seed  production,  the  cost  of  producing 
high-grade  seeds  is  not  less,  but  much  greater  than  at  any  time  before. 
While  our  customers  naturally  expect  us  to  furnish  them  with  seeds  for 
less  than  during  the  war,  our  farmer  growers  are  reluctant  to  contract 
to  produce  our  uncertain  seed  crops  at  lower  prices  when  the  more 
certain  farm  crops  are  paying  them  so  well  for  a smaller  outlay  in  men 
and  materials.  With  such  conditions  prevailing,  there  is  only  one  way 
to  produce  cheap  seeds  and  that  is  to  put  as  little  expense  on  the 
crops  as  possible. 

This  is  indeed  a time  of  the  survival  of  the  fittest,  and  we  frankly 
believe  that  the  seed  grower  who  continues  to  hold  steadfast  to  the 
production  only  of  seeds  of  the  highest  possible  quality,  and  who 
insists  on  receiving  a fair  price  for  them  will  ultimately  gain  his  just 
reward  in  the  increased  respect  and  confidence  of  his  customers,  while 
he  who  listens  to  the  cry  for  cheap  seeds,  and  produces  them,  will 
just  as  surely  go  to  his  financial  grave  “ Unhonored  and  unsung.” 

It  is  also  a time  for  the  critical  seed  buyer  to  scrutinize  his  sources 
of  supply  and  the  ability  of  his  grower  to  produce  the  class  of  seeds  on 
which  alone  a successful  seed  business  can  be  founded  or  maintained, 
and  not  allow  himself  to  be  misled  by  the  wild  advertising  adopted  by 
many  so-called  growers  in  an  effort  to  dispose  of  stocks  of  doubtful 
repute.  r 

We  beg  to  assure  you  that  it  will  always  be  our  aim,  as  direct  pro- 
ducers, to  spare  no  effort  or  expense  in  the  production  of  seeds  of  the 
highest  quality,  for  which  we  are  better  equipped  than  ever  before.

While  not  of  the  cabbage  family,  this  veg- 
etable is  rapidly  coming  into  favor  with  the 
market  and  private  gardener,  and  when  well 
grown  is  a decided  acquisition  for  salads  or 
when  cooked  as  cabbage.

Some  success 
has  been  had  by  sowing  seed  early  in  hot  beds 
and  transplanting  to  the  open  when_  large 
enough,  but  this  must  be  done  early  in  the 
spring,  before  hot  weather  sets  in.  When  the 
plants  are  nearly  matured  they  may  be  blanched 
by  tying  them  closely  with  burlap.

THE  GROWING  OF  RADISH  SEED 

AS  PRACTICED  AT  GRASS  LAKE 

The  scene  on  the  opposite  page  depicts  a field  force  digging  and  sorting  a field  of 
Icicle  radishes  prior  to  transplanting.  While  some  are  lifting  the  roots  others  are 
sorting  and  selecting,  only  a perfect  radish  being  retained.  The  selected  roots  are 
now  trimmed  of  part  of  their  foliage,  placed  in  a bucket  of  water  and  transferred  to 
another  field  where  a similar  force  is  setting  them  out.  This  transplanting  is  all  done 
by  hand,  the  field  first  being  marked  out  in  rows  about  three  feet  apart  and  then  the 
radishes  are  set  with  a trowel  about  a foot  apart  in  the  row.  As  an  ample  acreage  is 
always  sown  from  which  to  select  the  roots,  it  makes  possible  a close  selection,  we 
sometimes  discarding  as  high  as  sixty  per  cent  of  the  roots  in  order  to  attain  an  ideal 
type.  We  grow  on  the  Grass  Lake_  Farms  each  year  about  one  hundred  acres  of 
radishes  and  every  radish  root  in  this  acreage  has  been  lifted,  selected  and  reset  as 
stated  above.  We  feel  safe  in  saying  that  we  grow  a greater  acreage  of  transplanted 
radish  than  all  the  rest  of  the  American  seed  trade.

TELEGRAPHIC  CIPHER  OR  CABLE  CODE 

FOR  WEIGHTS 

The  telegraphic  cipher  word  for  quantities  must  always  precede  the 
cipher  word  for  seeds.  In  telegraphing  us  use  first  the  word  md;cating 
how  shipment  is  to  be  made:  by  Maii,  Express  or  Freight,  then  give 
your  quantity  code  word,  followed  by  the  cipher  for  seed  wanted,  thus : 

“Mail  Abduct  Squeeze  Abate  Caballer,”  would  mean  mail  at  once 
five  pounds  Improved  Hubbard  Squash  and  two  pounds  All  Head  Early 
Cabbage.  “Express  Abie  Puffing  freight  Active  Peak,'*  would  mean 
to  express  at  once  ten  pounds  Quaker  Pie  Pumpkin  and  ship  by  freight 
250  pounds  Little  Marvel  Peas.  Where  the  same  quantity  is  wanted  of 
several  items  use  the  word  ditto,  thus:  “Express  Abide  Raging  ditto  1 
Radius  Raccoon  Ragman,’*  which  we  would  understand  meant  to  express 
you  at  once  eight  pounds  each  of  these  Radishes : Sparkler  White  Tip, 
Rice's  Saxa,  Early  Scarlet  Turnip  and  Triumph. 

Our  customers  will  find  this  a very  inexpensive  way  of  wiring  their 
orders,  but  we  must  caution  them  that  care  be  taken  in  writing  out  the 
messages,  as  we  cannot  hold  ourselves  responsible  for  errors  arising  from 
incomplete  messages  or  incorrect  translation. 

IMPORTANT. — This  telegraphic  cipher  must  be  used  ONLY  on 
orders  by  telegraph  or  cable,  and  never  in  written  orders  sent  by  mail.
